WASHINGTON, July 4.—Five ships of Cervera’s fleet of four 
cruisers and two torpedo boats are destroyed. The President ex- 
pects the American flag to float over Santiago to-morrow. 

This is the glorious news which the Fourth of July brings to 
dispel the gloom of yesterday caused by Gen. Shafter’s dispatch 
announcing the critical condition of his army. | 

To-day’s dispatches show that the situation of the Spanish 
forces must have been desperate, much more so than Gen. Shafter 
suspected. Their losses had been enormous; the General command- 
ing was fatally wounded, another general officer killed and nearly 
half the fighting force out of the ranks from wounds and exhaus- 
tion. 

In this critical state of affairs Cervera determined to take the 
desperate chance of leaving the harbor, give battle to Sampson and 
escape, if possible. 

As his ships emerged from the channel they were met by the 
whole force of the American fleet and five of them destroyed. One 


is reported to‘have got to sea, but is closely pursued. 

Thus, what yesterday seemed to be certain temporary check 
and possible retreat of Shafter’s army, was turned into glorious 
victory by the defeat of the Spanish Admiral and the heroic work 
of the American navy and army.

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IS 1T A CORPORATION TRICK? 


| There is good legal opinion to the effect that the charter 
amendments relieve the street railways of the obligation to 
pave the street between the tracks and twelve inches on 
either side. 

The amendments provide that the “total cost” of street 
construction shall be defrayed by special taxes on benefited 
real estate. 

City Counselor Schnurmacher says that the word “total” is 
immaterial and does not think it will affect the obligation of 
the street railway corporation, but the courts may not agree 
with him. The street railways will have a strong case in 
court and if the amendments pass these corporations, which 
ought, as a matter of equity and public policy, to bear all 
the cost of improving streets they are permitted to use, may 
be relleved of all cost of the improvements. 

Doubt with regard to the meaning and effect of the provis- 
ion is sufficient to condemn it. The people should not risk 
passing an amendment which may be construed so as to 
shift street improvement burdens from the street railway 
corporations to property owners. They should accept no 
amendment to the charter which on the face of it calls for 
a decision of court to détermine a matter of so much im- 
portance to the people.
